The offer ot tho German Govern- 
ment trantmltted to the Washington 
Government, and by It to be brought 
to the attention of the AUi-s. has 
been made pybUc. The German pro- 
poaitlon to pay In reparations, the 
gum ot two hundred billion gold 
marks or the equivalent ot |60,000,- 
000,000, making a caah payment to 
the Allied Rnparatlons Commission 
of $26O,0OU,0O0 and further aRroe- 
Ing to do her utmost to co-operate 
with the alllee in restoring and re- 
building the doTaatated aroat, as well 
as promising variout and other tun- 
dry gooii acts, sounds pretty good 
and re.uis tolerably stout. Yot the 
German proposals fall far short of 
allied demands and the Kenertil im- 
preatlon is that another rejtHtiou is 
in light, aUbougb it is by no means 
inre that thit lateot adTaaeement is 
not lubject to amendmentt that 
would materially add to the repara- 
tions total. Hoiii President Harding 
and Secretary Hughes have made It 
very plain iliat the Geriiiiun oiiKht to 
ba made pay to their full limit ,on 
Jutt retmratloni. When the Germans 
put the matter of final and toUl In- 
demnity up to Harding for aettlement 
the rre.sideiit vi-ry promiitly decHtied 
to act, and, only by way of reply, of- 
fered to serve to l)riiis to the allies' 
attention any proposition the Oer- 
mant ahonld feel diapoaed to make, 
provided It bore the appoaraBoa of an 
adequate aettlement, and he could 
do so in a manner wholly acteptable 
to the Allies. There Is no way of 
telling whether Hardins and Hughes 
deem the German offer worthy of 
traasmittal, or whether it would be 
coaaldorod^r tho Alllaa. Hence 
ground may'he broken (or aa adjust- 
ment of the matter of the gravest im- 
portance to the entire world, and 
again there Is the chance that noth- 
ing baa been done.
